In recent years society has grown much 
more aware of our individual differences. 
This has resulted from the multiplication 
of our communication systems and by our 
increasing population density. For 
instance, we are generally intrigued by 
the differences between one religion and 
another or the differences between our 
customs and those of other nationalities. 

One of the differences between people 
is the way they value the things in 
their environment. These differences 
offer all sorts of possibilities. A cow 
may be only a source of milk to a man 
in whose culture the killing of animals 
is forbidden. However another man in 
another culture may be able only to eat 
the meat of the cow and not drink its 
milk. The cow has a different value 
for these two men. Should they learn 
of their different values, each will 
think the other's strange, for each 
person tends to think of his own values 
as truer and better than the other 
person' s. 

Like the men in the illustration, we 
are hardly changed at all when we learn 
of our differences through communication 
media. However if the two men should 
encounter one another in a situation in 
which they must share the cow, then the 
situation is no longer merely informa- 
tional. At this point feelings attached 
to their different attitudes will emerge. 

The encounter of our differences with 
each other does not necessarily result 
in an increased openness or sensitivity 
toward one another. It can result in a 
solidification of attitudes and a more 
closed-mind attitude. Trust is necessary 
if we are to reach any meaningful level 
of openness toward each other. 

Trust is necessary for the two men in 
the example to resolve their situation. 
It is necessary for each of us in re- 
solving the problem of conflicting 
values. It is your problem-my problem, 
your values-my values.

On 4 March 1942, the Shore Station 
Development Board, Navy Department, re- 
conmended and on 5 March 1942, the Sec- 
retary of the Navy approved purchase of 
113,000 acres of the Santa Margarita 
Ranch, San Diego County, California, for 
a Marine Corps Training Center. The 
Sixth Supplemental National Defense 
Appropiation Act of 1942, approved 28 
April 1942, provided the sum of $40,500, 
000 for several hospitals, among them 
a hospital and dispensary facilities 
for the Marine Training Center, Camp 
Pendleton. The Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery, on 23 July 1942, recommended 
the construction of a 600 bed hospital 
of temporary construction, and three 
dispensaries to be located in the head- 
quarters, and regimental areas. The 
contract for the hospital was approved 
on 8 August 1942 and a site on the west- 
ern shore of Lake O'Neill in Camp Pend- 
leton was selected for the location of 
the hospital. The total value of the 
reservation was estimated at $23,600. 
The Secretary of the Navy designated 
this facility the U.S. Naval Hospital, 
Santa Margarita, California, on 25 Sep- 
tember 1942. Since then it has had five 
more names. They are, U.S. NAVAL HOS- 
PITAL, Santa Margarita, Calif., U.S. 
NAVAL HOSPITAL, Santa Margarita Ranch, 
Oceanside, Calif., U.S. NAVAL HOSPITAL, 
Camp Joseph H. Pendleton, Oceanside, 



Calif., U.S. NAVAL HOSPITAL, Camp Pend- 
leton, Calif., U.S. NAVAL HOSPITAL/NAVAL 
REGIONAL MEDICAL CENTER, Camp Pendleton, 
Calif., NAVAL REGIONAL MEDICAL CENTER, 
Camp Pendleton, Calif. 

The construction of the hospital took 
about one year, the facility being 
placed in commission on 3 September 1943 
with Captain Joseph L. Schwarts, MC, 
USN, as the Medical Officer in Command. 

The hospital compound consisted of 117 
acres of former farm land, 91 acres of 
river bottom, 7 acres of slough and 
steep hillside, and 37 acres of lake 
for a total of 252 acres. The hospital 

consisted of 76 structures of a tempor- 
ary wood frame construction. These 
buildings were tied together by a net- 
work of corridors that formed a H-shap- 
ped complex. 

The new permanent, multi -story, 600 
bed hospital, which is one of the fine- 
st Medical Centers of the Navy, has 
replaced an old friend. She will be 
remembered for manv things by those she 
has served and those that have served 
with her. The new facility will contin- 
ue in the Proud Tradition of the Navy 
Medical Department in Droviding for the 
health heeds of the Navy and Marine 
Corps family.

The highlights of the Chapel are 
numerous. The Panelling is of an Or- 
nate Medium-Oak Wood. The Alter is of 
a unique modernistic design is a Full- 
Grain Light-Oak Wood. The Alter Candles 
are two inches in diameter and encased 
in a Wax-Colored candle tube with a 
Spring Follower. The Flame remains at 
a constant level and there is never 
a wax overflow. The Candlesticks are 
of Bronze with a texturized surface. 
The Hymn Board is magnetic and of a 
Walnut-Veined Vinyl Print on Steel, 
accommodating four-inch white numerals. 
The Chapel is equipped to provide Wor- 
ship Services via closed-circuit tele- 
vision, and is also wired with an eight 
track cassette recorder for continuous 
religious music. The Capacity of the 
Chapel is approximately 110 persons.

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CHAPPO BRANCH DISPENSARY 



Chappo Branch Dispensary, located 
near the Base Commissary Store, is the 
newest Naval Regional Medical Center 
dispensary. Covering an area of over 
22,000 square feet, at a cost of $1,200, 
000 it is the primary care point for 
many Base and Fleet Marine Force units. 
Its "customers" come from three battal- 
ions of the Base command and 1st Force 
Service Regiment. In addition, sick 
call functions for Woman Marine person- 
nel and civil service employees are 
performed at the dispensary. 

The new dispensary is a replacement 
for the old Pico Dispensary which was 
housed in the 4th Marine Division Head- 
quarters. With the opening of the 
Chappo Branch Dispensary, the Pico Dis- 
pensary closed its doors. 

The dispensary is eauipped with labor- 
atory, X-ray, and other diagnostic aids. 
The initial outfitting cost of equipment 
was in excess of $200,000. It is modern 
throughout with color-coordinated wait- 
ing room, music system, and fully 
climate-controlled. 

Besides its primary care mission, 
Chappo Branch serves as the "home Base" 
for the dispensaries management team. 
All non-Federal medical claims proces- 
sing, military locater service, and 
administrative support for the Rranch 
Dispensaries is provided from this dis- 
pensary. Also, the laboratory at 
Chappo Branch serves as a "hands— on" 
training site for laboratory personnel 
for the entire dispensary system. 

With an average of approximately 2500/ 
outpatient visits per month, as well as 
other ancillary services, Chappo Branch 
dispensary is an important link in the 
primary health care delivery system 
aboard Camp Pendleton. It meets in a 
sterling way its mission of providing 
quality outpatient health care to the 
Marines at the Margarita area. 

Chappo Branch Dispensary is but one of 
ten Branch Dispensaries aboard Camp 
Pendleton. Their combined work load 
averages 17,650 out patients visits per 
month while serving a population in 
excess of 26,000 active duty military.

Many gas-saving gadgets have no sign- 
ificant effect on mileage, according 
to tests conducted for Consumers Union. 

The union's recent report also says 
that claims of reduced automobile 
exhaust emissions when using such equip- 
ment were not borne out in testing. 
One device actually increased emissions 
and lessened engine performance. Many 
of the devices also claim to increase 
horsepower; all those tested failed 
to do so, according to the report. 

To achieve maximum engine efficiency, 
invest in an engine tuneup , keep tires 
properly inflated, and drive slowly; 
save money by not buying add-on gadgets 
that do not work.
